The foregoing illustration and description quite faith- 
tully portrays and describes the printing press which the 
Democrat will soon have in operation in its press room. 
The order for the press was given September 26, and 
so busy are the factories that are to equip and install this 
most modern printing device that it will indeed be surpris­ 
ing it* the machine can he put into operation before Janu­ 
ary J. 
This change in presses was necessary by reason of the 
fact that the Democrat’s business had grown to such pro­ 
portions that this new equipment b ecam e-an absolute re­ 
quisite to properly serve its patrons. 
The share holders in the Democrat company have re­ 
alized for a long time that this change had to come and 
delayed only because of the extremely high price of all 
sorts of printing machinery. 
The press that is being discarded is doing very effec­ 
tive work at this time, but is much too slow to expeditiously 
care for the paper’s present circulation. 
This press was 
manufactured by the Duplex company, as is the new press 
that is to be installed, but it was built for papers of 2500 
or 3000 circulation, or for papers where the element 44>f 
time in press work is not an important factor. 
The Democrat’s last report to the post office depart­ 
ment shows a daily net paid circulation of 5405. 
With the 
press now in use it requires somewhat over an hour to run 


an entire edition of the Daily Democrat— with the Duplex 
I u bu I ar, this will be a matter of IO or 15 minutes. 
I here are some features in the new press that deserve 
special mention. 
Its electrical equipment is very complete. 
It is so arranged that its motor can be stopped or started by 
push buttons located at convenient places on the press. 
It 
has a device by which the press can be slowed down to a 
very slow speed. 
This is used when paper is being thread­ 
ed into the machine or when it is desired to watch some 
part that may require adjusting or for various other rea­ 
sons. 
The machine uses paper 
from 
large rolls, some 
weighing five or six hundred pounds, therefore, it is equip­ 
ped with a hoist so that these heavy rolls of paper may be 
easily elevated to their places on the press. 
The folding 
device is so built that by the shifting of a lever it will fold 
to halt or quarter folds. 
In short, the apparatus is the most 
complete and modern printing device that money can buy. 
Speaking of money calls attention to the fact that this 
change iii presses is rather an expensive one. 
It is esti­ 
mated that the cost of the press, equipment and installa­ 
tion will be right at $20,000.

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WHERE DOES THE FAULT LIE? 


The young people of today are com­ 
ing in for their full share of criticism 
both as to their dress and their con­ 
duct, and it is to be regretfully ad­ 
mitted that in many cases the severe 
comment 
is deserved. 
The 
disease 
which is afflicting the seemingly un­ 
regenerate 
younger 
generation and 
which is placing its stamp in an im­ 
partial and universal manner upon a 
large proportion of the boys and girls 
in every community the country over 
is declared by the more sober-minded 
members of society to be a product of 
the times in which we are now living. 
There is no denying the fact that we 
are living in a rapid age, one that has 
leaped forward with such momentum 
that the more serious-minded persons 
are left far behind. The young people 
are forging ahead, or perhaps it would 
be more accurate to say 
are 
being 
forced ahead by some power which 
their elders declare themselves unable 
to understand, and because they make 
no effort to do so they are content to 
place responsibility upon the spirit of 
the age, that vague, inexpressible 
quality which it is said points the way 
to the freedom 
and 
laxity in living 
now so generally in evidence. 
As a 
matter of fact, however, 
while 
this 
freedom is admitted and deplored the 
truth 
is 
that 
the 
tempation 
to 
compare the young folks of one gen* 
eration with those 
of the 
preceding 
one is too tempting to pass by. 
It is 
“old stuff/* so old indeed that it is 
practically certain that each genera­ 
tion in passing has assumed the role of 
critic to the new as the latters begins 
to express its individualities, and the 
custom will probably continue in force 
as long as human nature is what it is. 
To quote a recent writer on the sub­ 
ject it is, indeed, interesting to note 
that the self-appointed critics of to­ 
day’s youngsters who exclaim, “Good 
heavens! What dreadful poung peo­ 
ple these are! 
Alas, for the good old 
days!” never think of saying: “Good 
heavens! What dreadful young peo­ 
ple! How could we have brought them 
up so badly!” We suppose this is too 
much to expect of the older genera­ 
tion. because it is only human to try 
to evade direct responsibility when­ 
ever possible. The fact remains, how­ 
ever, that a large proportion of the re­ 
sponsibility for the lax moral stand­ 
ards of today can in all probability be 
laid at the doors of those charged 
with the training and education of the 
boys and girls of the present. 
It is a 
problem, a sacred responsibility which 
should weigh heavily upon the father 
and mother, or guardian of the young 
lives entrusted to their care, but in 
many cases the 
same 
spirit of the 
times that is demoralizing the younger 
folks is also taking its toll of a certain 
proportion of the older ones. The par­ 
ent who permits his love for his child 
to blind him to the latter’s best inter­ 
ests is in truth an unconscious ally of 
the fast-moving times. 
He would not 
deliberately hurt his child either mor­ 
ally or physically but through a mis­ 
taken sense of his duty he often sets 
the young feet in the wrong paths. In 
his desire to make life happy for the 
youngster in his care a man is often 
weak enough to permit 
the 
latter’s 
wishes to prevail 
even 
though it be 
against his own mature judgment, but 
some boys and girls have a way about 
them that 
is irresistible 
to a doting 
parent and in the twinkling of an eye 
the harm is done and foundations are 
laid that will 
neither 
support 
nor 
guard the young soul in later years. 
Self-denial is a most dependable dis­ 
cipline; its measures may seem harsh 
and its hardships unnecessary at the 
time, but the future 
tells the story. 
Perhaps if more 
parents 
and guar­ 
dians insisted 
upon those in their 
charge cultivating the quality earlier 
and oftener the restraint thus placed 
upon the youthful person, who is at 
best learning his way about, will stand 
him in good stead 
later when he is 
brought face to 
face 
with 
certain 
phases of life w hose glitter and appeal 
alone seem worth while to the inex­ 
perienced mind. 
Perhaps if the fath­ 
ers and 
mothers of today 
who are 
even now* distressed at conditions so 
evident everywhere, conditions that 
reflect themselves in the new dances, 
and daring dress, and rouged faces, 
and joy rides, had exercised the neces­ 
sary precaution 
and 
practical fore­ 
sight when these young people were 


little children under their care pres­ 
ent-day conditions might not be so in­ 
tolerable. 
At heart the boys and girls 
ot today are just as the boys and girls 
ct other days were, and they should 
not be entirely censured for conduct 
which is in large measure but the re­ 
sult of the lack 
of early 
discipline. 
Let us be fair in 
our distribution of 
criticism as w ell as of censure.
